jDetroit Mich., Feb. 17—"Marriage 
miift be reinstated as an institution, 
a. spiritual manifestation of sacri- 
fice worthy of most ardent loyalty," 
Judge Ira L. Jayne, of-the circuit 
court declared in summing up his 
experience with divorce cases. 


"One month I fried 200 divorce 


cases and with the aid of one of the 
woman investigators, questioned each 
of the parties to get at the real cause 
for divorce," Judge Jayne said. 


"Of the 200, but three were con- 


tested-less than two percent. One- 
third were started by the man and 
two-thirds by the woman, though 
I doubt if that means anything, be- 
cause so many of our divorcing men 
are so chivalrous that they insist 
the wife go down and bare the in- 
timate secrets of marriage to • the 
crowed court rooms, and the women 
seem to want to go. In but 70 of the 
families, or about one-third, had 
there ever been children. 


"Of the 70 mothers who had child- 


for support from-the father, and no 
woman_ without 'children asked for 
continuous support from her'ex-hus- 
band. In many of the cases it ap- 
peared that the woman was actually 
earning more money than the man. 


"As to the underlying causes _it 


appeared-.that abc.ut S# per cent 
were due to lack of love, a cooling 
of the affections, call it what yon 
will. Other causes found were drunk- 
cdness, separation during the war, 
propinquity to -another. 


"Marriage to secure. or to main- 


tain the creature comforts of a. home
